Realty preferred made a dip
of 2i points, but 'afterwards rallied and
steadied. There was an evidence of support
by market leaders for various leading
stocks, which served to reassure sentiment.It is the general conviction that the process
of closing out the larger class of specula-
tive accounts, which are the outgrowth ofa prolonged prigp moement In either di-
rection, has been, about completed and tho
market left to revert to the smaller class
of speculators, who confine their operations
to the boardroom In efforts to scalp a dally
profit of a fraction.

Last week's lessening fluctuations and to-
day s semistagnaticn are the proof of theclosing up of larger speculative commit-
ments. It Is expected that the outcome of
the corn crop will be awaited before tho
market enters on" another distinct phase.
Sentiment In Wall street also continuesdoubtful as to whether the Industrial and
mercantile structure at large will be spareda process of contraction similar to that
which had been going on In Wall street.

MONEY ABUNDANT.
Money on call continues cheap and abun-

dant, but this Is because lenders continue to
keep their resources in that shape, so as to
bo readily available. Time loans and mer-
cantile paper continue to reflect a firm tono
in the Interest rate and. great circumspec-
tion Is exercised In the matter of collateral
on all loans. There Is considerable demand
from the mercantile community, and bank-
ers attribute last week's loan expansion by
the banks largely to this cause. It Is ex-
pected that the late corn and cotton crop
may delay somewhat the full Interior re-
quirements for currency, but this demand
is now dally awaited. Sterling exchange
waa Strong again y and gold advanced
In London. Mains In the spring wheat belt
and talk of large export engagements gave
a firm tone to that cereal, while corn was
easier on good weather. Statistics of rail-
way traffic show that the grala movement
continues small, but railway officials assert
that the y.ovement of general commodities
is keepl. the traffic at a h!c;h, level.
